When the present close and exciting 
Presidential contest shall have ended, 
the question of the manner of choosing 
the Chief Magistrate of the Nation will 
again come to the front as a live and 
vital question. After the critical expe- 
riences of 1876 and 1884, the objections 
to the Electoral College system became 
more and more apparent. Gradually 
public opinion is coming to unite on 
the proposition that a direct popular 
vote for President is the true, safe and 
just rale. Such a system would forever 
avert the possibility of a tie or of a con- 
test so close as to make the result de- 
pend upon the count of a few disputed 
districts in a single State, as in the 


pending case in New York. 


Besides, the plan is right in itself. 
That the people of the Republic, acting, 
not by States, but as a Whale Nation, 
should be invested with the right and 
the power to elect their President, is a 
proposition the justice and expedicacy 
of which have never yet been success- 


fally disputed. 


The original idea in devising the 
scheme of an Electoral College was to 
preserve the equality of the States. 
That was when the States’ rights idea 
was unduly prominent. A great change

New Yoru, Nov. 7.—Chariles Francis 
Adams, President of the Union Pacific 
railway, sent the following communica- 
tion to Sidney Dillon, explaining the finan- 
eial condition of the company: During 
three months, July to September inelu- 
sive, we received just $1,000,000 a month 
net from Omaha. By net I mean over 
and above the Omaha draft. During Octo- 
ber we received $1,450 and paid $150,000 
on Omaha drafts, leaving us net 81,300. 
000 for the month. Between now and 
the first of January I expect to 
receive $2,000,000, $60,000 of which will

The beautiful and highly prosperous 
city of Los Angeles is situated on the 
line of the Southern Pacific Railway, 
482 miles from San Francisco. It is 
divided from its saburbs, East Los An- 
geles and Boyle Heights, by the Los 
Angeles river, from which the water 
supply of the city is taken. Few cities 


in the Union possess go interesting a| 4 


history as Los Angeles. A fitting re- 
cital of the romantic and thrilling 
events which transpired in the century 
between the establishment of the pueblo 
and the present era of American en- 
terprise would fill a volume, and | shall 
therefore confine myself principally to 
matters of the present — 6 

Los Angeles was founded in 1781 by 
the Spanish Government, as an abidiug 
place for retired soldiers and attaches 
of the San Gabriel Mission, nine miles 
distant, who wore allowed half-pay and 
were assisted by the Government in 
creating homes and tilling the small 
fields granted to them. All their sup- 
plies were obtained from the mission, 
then a powerful and wealthy institution, 
and ban amusement and religious 
training were found at San Gabriel.

but „ time-worn reminder 
epooh in history that is for- 
ever past.

It was not until 
after Spanish rale came to an end and 
Los Angeles, in 1447, then the larges; 
town im California, became gubject to 
the Un@ed States, that riots, inéurrec. 
tions and general turbulence gave place 
to peace and quiet. The proportion of 
American settlers was very small until 
within the last twenty years, and the 
modes of life and manner of tilling the 
soil, when it was tilled at all, were very 
primitive, To-day there is not a more 
rapidly growing city in the Union than 
Los Angeles. its streets are un- 
dergoing marked and continual im- 
provement, and residences neat and at 
tractive in design, are being erected on 
all sides.

Within a years handsome church has 
been erected by the Presbyterian Soci- 
ety at a cost of $22,000; another, by the 
costing $15,000; one 
by the Episcopalians and one by the 
Baptists at an expense of $25,000 each, 
in addition to several smaller churches 
and chapels in the city proper, and the 
suburbs. ere are eighteen edifices 
in all devoted to reli purposes, 
several of which are supplied 22 
organs employ quartets of ned 
singers. The old be cathedral, on 
the plaza, in which the carly Spanish 
residents met to worship, is au object 
of interest, and its clanging chimes still 
call the devout to early matins and to 
vespers. The Cathedral of St. Vibiana, 
a brick structure built in 1876, is the 
largest church in the State with the es- 
ception of one at Ban Francisco. 

The public school system of Los An- 
gcles is a creditable one and the educa- 
tonal buildings are good, but the influx 
of children bas been so great that it has 
been difficult to secure accommodations 
for thew ali, and more schoolrooms are 
a positive necessity. Fifty teachers are 
regularly employed, at salaries ranging 
from 860 to $100 per month, regardless 
of sex. A branch of the State Normal 
School at San Jose is situated on one of 
the beautiful bills of Los Angeles, com- 
manding a broad view of the noted val- 
ley, upon which the tree-embowered 
city, with ite attendant vineyards and 
orchards, is encroaching, the whole 
memorable scene framed in by biue- 
veiled, grandly outlined mountain 
r . The school, now only 
in the third year of ite work, is large- 
y attended and in a pros us 
condition. The University of Southern 
Califorma, a little outside the western 
limits of the city, is provided with a corps 
of able instructors and stands upon 
a solid financial basis. A $60,000 brick 
building will soon be erected for the 
use of the school, A Roman Catholic 
college occupies an imposi i 
structure in one of the pleasant parts 
of the city. The Sisters of Charity 
also sustain seminary. Several 
private schools and kindergartens, with 
professors iu all special branches, ren- 
der the opportunities for instruction 
numerous and varied, whether for chil- 
dren or adults.

Effect of Flowers on Health. 

An italian professor has made some 
very agreeable medicinal researches, 
resulting in the discovery that vegetabie 
perfames exercise a positively healthful 
influence on the atmosphere, converting 
its oxygen into ozone, and thus inecreas- 
ing its oxidizing influence. The es- 
sences found to develop the largest 
quantity of ozone are those of the cherry, 
laurel, clover, lavender, mint, juniper, 
fennel, and bergamot; those that give it 
in smaller quantities are anise, nutmeg, 
thyme. The flowers of the 
mignovetie, beliotrope and lily of the 
valiey develop ozone in close vessels. 
Flowers destitute of perfume do not de- 
velop it, and those which have slight 

riume develop it in quantities.

flowers im marehy districts, and in all 
infested with animal emanations.

You have doubtless all read of the 
grand old p ids of Egpyt—those 
wonderful buildings of stone built 
thousands of years ago by the Egyp- 
tian people. You find pictures of 
them in your geographies and histo- 
res, and doubtiess have often wished 
that you could look upon those monu- 
ments built by fhe people who lived 
sO many Centuries ago.

The rooms are about 
eight feet high, or about two feet 
higher than a very tall man.

Thefi of the Cia Dominion Fraud« 
ia New York.

Times by wail, contains some points 


slready produced in our telegraphic dis- 
patches. and others which are new, 
timely and interesting 

Cnicaco, November 9.—The Inter- 
Ocean's Petersburg ( Va.) special of 
November 8th says: The Democrats 
have stolen Virginia by a series of frands 
before dnanown outside of the Galf 
States. Under the State law County 
Judges appoint Judges of Election, three 
for each precinct. In the strong Re- 
publican counties of Charlotte and Hali- 
fax the County Judges elected by the 
readjuster 1 ature two years ago 
went with the Democrats and appointed 
wo Democratic Judges and one Kepab- 
lican for each precinct. Under the law 
each political party has to be given 
representatives on each election board. 
but the Democratic County Judges in 
every case evaded this law by invaria- 
bly appointing as the Republican mem- 
ber either a negro who could not ei 
read or write or else some hybrid Re- 
publican who could be bought. In 
this way election boards were thrast 
upon the Republican couuties of Char- 
lotte and Halifax and others. With 
these judges and by the device of 
statling ballot-bokes in some precincts 
and using tissue ballots in others, and 
by denying United States Supervisors 
access to the polling-rooims, either dar- 
ing the election or during the count 
afterwards, Halifax, with 800 Repub- 
lieam majority, was carried for the Dom- 
oerats. 

Reliable reports show that nearly 
3,000 legal Republican voters were thus 
disfranchised in the State. 
vices of dishonesty and trickery were 
employed at different points, but these 
methods, which cheated the RKepublic- 
ans out of over 8,000 votes and gained 
the Democrats 2,500 dishonest votes, 
were the principal resorts. Still, not- 
withstanding these great frands, aggre- 
gating 10,000 votes for the benefit of 
the „ the Republicans bad 
the State when the polls closed Tuesday 
night. On Wednesday this fact was so 
universally recognized that the Demo- 
crats admitted that the State bad gone 
Republican and no Republican doubted 
tbat Blaine had at least 4,000 majority.
